lice of the law, he wc'mld also havn to ask 
guidance in tho drawing up of a chattel 
mortgage in Jiu-hmond or New Vork. Hi 
quoted some of the answers of this wit ness 
iu cross-examination—that ho believed 
the prisoner's case was a ease of domoii- 
ism, that ho was possessed of the devil;

neither of them would or could admit that 
they believe in a God -they vanish from be- 
forc.you and were not permitted by the de- 
fence lo withdraw without testify ing.
